2» Each District Directorate of the Polish Railways (Dyrekcja Okregowa Polskich 
Kol@i Panstwowych) employs a number of Soviet employees * whose duty it Is to 
guard the railway transports @n route from Poland to the USSR, There is a 
fixed time-table for the transports* e e go* the sugar transports * The Soviet 
employees of the railroad district directorate may inspect the transports at any 
station and* if it is found that some of the cars carry freight other than sugar* 
the guards will order the unloading of the cargo Oftentimes there are no freight 
storage facilities at the unloading point* and the unloaded goods must remain 
uncovered and exposed to the elements on the station platform* regardless of the 
value and importance of the goods „ 

3* Frequently trains bearing freight for ships in the Polish harbors undergo the 
same fates the Soviet employees order the unloading of all cars which do not 
contain material destined for China 0 It has not infrequently happened that the 
trains are stopped only a short distance from the harbor* but the guards* notwith- 
standing* order the "unloading of the cars. 
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
